An opportunity to attend high school or col- 
lege IS a privilege. It's 'ah expensive privilege for 
which the taxpayer pays dearly. Although no-one 
. ean'help the student to make good use of the privi- 
lege, everything possible is now clone to make it 
easy for him to attend high school. Bus transpor- 
_ tation is provided, a cheap hot lunch is available, 
^a counsellor is available for the student who is 
, having trouble." High Schools are making more 
effort to offer a variety of courses for the student 
who is not interested in, preparing for college. 

There isn't much more we can do to make a 
h igh school ed ucation attractive. So let's remem? 
ber, and remind youngsters, tlTTflrif s a. prrvtlege 
that wasn't so available* in the past. 

That little diploma is money in their pockets.

It -is appropriate to recall 
that when the two-year term 
for Representatives in Con- 
gress was originally estab- 
lished, it sometimes took a 
monllror-more for a Member 
to travel on horseback or 
stagecoach from his Congres- 
sional District to the Capitol 
in Washington. The sessions 
of . Congress in those days 
lasted for only two or three 
months, after which the Con- 
gressmen returned .to their 
constituents to .rcpor.t_oh_th(l 
session and explain their 
actions. The physical strain 
on Members of Congress' in 
that day was small indeed 
compared to that which must 
be endured in today's com- 
plex and fast-moving society. 
A Congrssional District in 
1000 amounted to only about 
40.000 residents. Todays 
Congressional' Districts arc 
ten to twelve times as large, 
the duties and demands are 
many times as great and the 
communication of Congres- 
sional actions is almost in- 
stantaneous. Most Members 
of Congress* report periodi- 
cally by the media of newslet 
tors .and radio reports on 
their activities in -Washing- 
ton, and what they don't vol- 
untarily report the various 
news media ;do for them./ 

The lengthening of the 
term ol Members ol"tmrU7Sr 
House of Representatives to 
Tour years has been discuss- 
ed in and out of the halls of 
Congress for many . years. 
Even at the Constitutional 
Convention in 1789 one of the 
principal delegates (later 
Pr esident of t he United 
States). James Madison .of 
Virginia, proposed a three- 
year term, a proposal which 
was turned down by a narrow 
margin. , ... 

If four-year terms are rec- 
ommended at the present 
session in the form of a Con- 
stitutional amendment, it is 
expected that the term's will 
be . staggered so that only 
one-half- .of 'the members will 
be elected at any one time. 
Heretofore approval of such- 
a proposal in' the United 
States Senate has .been vir- 
tually impossible inasmuch 
as the Senators feared that 
during the off-year elections 
House. Members would in- 
variably try for their Senate 
seats with everything 'to 
gain and nothing to lose since 
two years of the House term 
would remain. This Senate 
opposition is removed in the 
present' proposal by a provi- 
sion that the Representatives 
may not' become candidates 
for any others public office 
during their-term. The Sen- 
ators arc most pleased with 
this section of the bill and 
are reported to" be over- 
whelmingly' in favor of Con- 
gressman Chelf's proposal. 

Being a Constitutional 
amendment, the proposal will 
require passage in, both the 
House and Senate 1 ! by. majori- 
ties of two-thirds of the 
members of each chamber, 
after which the approval by 
three-fourths of ihe^ state 
legislatures' will be necessary 
before any such change in 
the. law can become effective.

ton. As a resident of the city" 
during the , entire time the 
Congress is in Session, I am 
interested in good manage- 
ment of the basic municipal 
services upon which the op- 
eration of our capital city de- 
pends. 

I reject the warning of the jj^ 
President that any Member 
of .the Congress should act 
on-the-Homc-Rule BilLor-any 
other legislation for fear of 
riots or* other" unlawful "dis- 
turbances. It scorns to me 
that the President has al- 
ready exceeded his role of 
coercing" "legislative action. 
To bring a District Home 
Rule Bill to the floor of the 
House is a decision which 
the Members of the.
